PUBLIC. ACCORDING TO HlRDMAN, IF ULLSTEN HAS NOT RECEIVED 
MOSCOW'S RESPONSE IN TWO MEEKS# "AND IF A SWEDISH JOURNALIST 
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SHOULD ASK ULLSTEN AT THAT TIME WHAT WAS NEW IN THE 
WALLENSERC CASE. 'THE PM WOULD HAVE NO CHOICE BUT TO DESCRIBE 
LETTER TO KOSVGIN. HlRDHAN PROVIDED DCM IN CONFIDENCE WITH 
COPT OF ULLSTEN LETTER. TEXT OF LETTER IN EMBASSY TRANSLATION 
FOLLOWS: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

DEAR MR. MINISTER PRESIDENT, 

THE RELATIONS BETWEEN SWEDEN AND THE SOVIET UNION ARE AN 
EXAMPLE OF MULTI-FACETED AND ACTIVE COOPERATION BETWEEN 
NATIONS WITH DIFFERENT SOCIAL SYSTEMS, AS PRESIDENT LEONID 
1. BREZHNEV ALSO STATES IN THE PREFACE TO THE SWEDISH EDITION 
OF HIS BIOGRAPHY, THE EXCHANGE OF VISITS BETWEEN OUR TWO 
COUNTRIES HAS BECOME INCREASINGLY EXTENSIVE. LAST TEAR, 

their majesties the king and queen paved a highly valued 

VISIT TO VARIOUS PARTS OF YOUR COUNTRY. EXCHANGES AT THE 

chief of government level take place on a regular basis, 

ANO IN THIS REGARD I WOULD LIKE TO REMIN0 YOU OF THE INVITA- 
TION TO YOU TO PAT AN OFFICIAL VISIT TO SWEDEN AT A SUITABLE 
time. OUR ECONOMIC, TECHNICAL-SCIENTIFIC and CULTURAL 
RELATIONSHIPS ARC ALSO DEVELOPING FAVORABLY, THE SWEDISH 
GOVERNMENT places THE GREATEST IMPORTANCE on THr POSSIBILITIES 
OF FURTHER DEEPENING ANO EXTENDING THIS COOPERATION, FOR THE 
BENEFIT OF BOTH OUR COUNTRIES. 

HOWEVER, ESTEEMED MR. MINISTER PRESIDENT, THERE IS AN 
UNRESOLVEO QUESTION THAT CONSTITUTES A DISTURBING ELEMENT 
IN THE RELATIONS BETWEEN SWEDEN ANO THE SOVIET UNION. I 
MEAN SWEDISH DIPLOMAT RAOUL WALLENBERG, WHO DISAPPEARED IN 
BUOAPEST AT THE CNO OF THE SECOND WORLD WAR AND WAS TAKEN 
TO THE SOVIET UNION. A CLARIFICATION OF HIS FATE, WHICH 
TO SUCH A GREAT DEGREE ENGAGES BOTH SWEDISH AND INTERNATIONAL 
OPINION, WOULD PROMOTE THE FUTURE HARMONIC DEVELOPMENT OF 
OUR RELATIONS IN AN EXTRAORDINARILY BENEFICIAL WAV. IT IS 
FOR THIS REASON THAT 1 TURN TO YOU PERSONALLY TO REQUEST 
YOUR ASSISTANCE IN DETERMINING RAOUL WALLENBERG'S FATE. 

THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT HAS EXPLAINED THAT WALLENBERG, IF HE 
WERE IN THE SOVIET UNION, NATURALLY WOULD BE ALLOWED TO 
TRAVEL HOME. AT THE SAME TIME, THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT HAS 
REFERRED TO *A DOCUMENT HAVING BEEN FOUND THAT THERE IS 
REASON TO REGARD AS REFERRING TO RAOUL WALLENBERG* AND 
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EXPLAINED THAT "THE CONCLUSION SHOULD BE DRAWN” THAT 
WALLENBERG DIED IN JULY, 1947. 

ON JANUARY 3. 1979. THE S*E0ISH GOVERNMENT INFORMED THE 
SOVIET GOVERNMENT THAT INFORMATION HAD COME TO ITS ATTENTION 
IMPUTING That WALLENBERG NAS ALIVE IN 1975. WHEN HE IS 
SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN IN THE PRISON HOSPITAL IN BUTYRKA. 

IN A MEMORANDUM WHICH MAS PRESENTED TO THE SWEDISH FOREIGN 
MINISTRY ON JANUARY 24. THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT REFERRED TO 
ITS PRIOR ANSWER THAT WALLENBERG OIED IN JULY. 1947. AND 
STATED THAT "ALLEGATIONS THAT R. WALLENBERG IS SUPPOSED 
TO HAVE BEEN IN THE SOVIET UNION AS LATE AS 1975 DO NOT 
AGREE WITH REALITY." 

THE INFORMATION GIVEN IN THE SWEDISH GOVERNMENT'S REPORT 
ON JANUARY 3 WAS BASED INTER ALIA ON INFORMATION EMANATING 
FROM A SOVIET CITIZEN NAMED JAN KAPLAN. 0URIN6 THE TIME 
THAT HAS PASSED SINCE OUR REPORT WAS PRESENTED# ADDITIONAL 
INFORMATION NWS REACHED US OF A SWEDISH CITIZEN LIVING IN 
A SOVIET PRISON In THE 1970'S. 

1 WANT TO EXPRESS my APPRECIATION fCT THE SOVIET AUTHORITIES 
HAVING UNDERTAKEN HEw INVESTIGATIONS BECAUSE OF OjR REPORT 
ON JANUARY 3. AT Th£ SAME TIME, IT IS OBVIOUS THAT THE 
SWEOISH GOVERNMENT MUST PLACE CONSIDERABLE IMPORTANCE ON 
THE RENEWED INFORMATION THAT WALLENBERG WAS IN A PRISON 
HOSPITAL IN MOSCOW IN THE 1970'S. THEREFORE. I MUST URGENTLY 
REOUEST THAT ThE SOVIET AUTHORITIES CONDUCT A FURTHER INVESTI- 
GATION OF THIS INFORMATION. 1 WOULD ALSO BE GRATEFUL IF A 
REPRESENTATIVE OF OUR EMBASSY IN MOSCOW NIGHT JOIN In CON- 
VERSATION with HR. KAPLAN FOR THC PURPOSE Of FACILITATING 
THE INQUIRY AND PREVENTING THE POSSIBILITY OF MISTAKING THE 
PERSONS. VERY TRULY YOURS# OLA ULLSTEN END TEXT. 

4. HIRDMAm SAID HE WISHED TO DESCRIBE THE "ADDITIONAL 
INFORMATION" REFERRED TO IN THE PENULTIMATE PARAGRAPH OF 
THE ULLSTEN LETTtR. SOURCE IS SOVIET JCw EMIGRE NO* 

RESIDING IN ISRAEL WHO IS An ACQUAINTANCE OF KALINSKI. 

SOURCE HAS DESCRIBED TO SWEDES A DINNER TO WHICH HE WAS 
INVITED Ik MOSCOW LAST YEAR. SOURCE'S SUN AND HOST'S SON 

were classmates awo gooo friends, the host is a colonel 
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fN THE KGB. DURING THE CONVERSATION/ HOST COMMENTED THAT 
HE AN£w OF MANY PRISONERS MHO HAO MANAGED TO SURVIVE 
IN SOVIET PRISONS FOR THIRTY YEARS OR MORE AND/ FOR INSTANCE/ 

KNCft OF ONE SnEOE MHO HAS BEEN IN SOVIET PRISONS FOR SUCH A 
PERIOD. THIS INFORMATION. COMBINCO mITH THE SIGHTINGS OF

mALLENSERG MAY HAVE LIVED OR WHETHER HE LIVES NOR. BECAUSE 
HE MAY STILL SE ALIVE AND UNTIL THEREIS 'FULL CLARITY*

7. IN COURSE OF CONVERSATION. HIR0*AN CONFIDED THAT HIS 
PERSONAL OPINION MAS THAT SOVIETS MAY NEVER RESPOND TO 

ULLSTEN LETTER AND MOULD NOT QUESTION KAPLAN. FURTHER, SHOULD KAPLAN 
BE QUESTIONED# NO SmEDISh EMBASSY OFFICER MOULD BE PERMITTED 
TO BE PRESENT. HIRDMAN THOUGHT IT QUITE POSSIBLE THAT 
KAPLAN MOULD NEVER BE RELEASED FROM PRISON. HE SAID FURTHER 
THAT HE MOULD NOT ARGUE mITH OBSERVATION that SOVIETS, IN ALL 
PROBABILITY, mould MURDER WALLENBERG, IF, BY SOME MIRACLE, 

HE IS STILL ALIVE, RATHER THAN ALLOWING HIM TO SURFACE AND THEREBY 
DESTROY COMPLETELY 80VIFT CREDIBILITY IN THIS 
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
